1 . Claims 1 9-45 in condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Ruoff (4278920) 
discloses a method and apparatus for generating position or path control programs using force 
feedback. Pollard et al (4362978) discloses a control system for a manipulator apparatus. 
Mcintosh (5103404) discloses a feedback for a manipulator device. 

However, none of the references cited above discloses the system processes and 
installed force feedback effect to determine a force contribution from the installed force 
feedback effect and outputting a force feedback value based on the determined force 
contribution to cause a force based on the force feedback value to be outputted by the actuator 
to the user of the force feedback system.
